18 thing every day, and I'm proud of them for what
19 they do.”.
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1 (3) On May 12, 2022, Chairman of the Com-
2 mittee on Armed Services of the House of Rep-
3 resentatives, Adam Smith, during the Army fiscal
4 yvear 2023 budget hearing, highlighted the lack of
5 concern among the services and among members of
6 the Committee on White supremacy stating, “We've
7 had several hours, probably at this point like five
8 hours worth of hearings with the Army, the Navy,
9 and the Marine Corps this week and Mr. Gaetz is
10 the very first person to mention White supremacy.”.
